Kweichow Road, who were interviewed, state that Chin Shih Hou 
was only an ordinary member of the Federation and never took 
any part in its activities. Consequently his movements 
are unlmown to theme 

Further enquiries are being continued and should 
Chin Shih Hou be located, the information will be duly

I have the honour to inform you that the Netherlands 
subject Jong Neim-hoy ( +} {= 1S), born at Soengeiliet, Banka, 
28 February 1914, holder of a Netherlands passport issued at 
Pangkelpinang on 14 Merch 1933,No0,35, came to my office to 
ask Tinancial assistance, 

It appears that when he was in Netherlands India one 
‘of his friends, the Netherlands subject Chen Mou-chung alias : 
Tjhin Mow Tjhioeng (PR 3 FH. ), born at Soengeiliat, Banka, 

16 November 1915, holder of a "Verklering van Ingezetenschap"® 
(Declaration of Residency), issued at Pangkalpinang on 6 
March 1933,No0_49, induced him to go with him to Shanghai. 

for the purpose of study, Chen stated that he had an uncle 
there, called Chin Shih-hou (PR a ), Who wes well knowm 
in educational circles and who would te able to offer Jong 

a scholarship, . 

They arrived both at Shanghei on 10 April 19355 and 
registered the same day at this Consulate General, 

They stayed one night at the Sun Sun Hotel and after 
that went to Chenju where they stayed for about a week with 
a certain Lu Tung-chuan Vs. R Fe), only to find out that 
the uncle, who at that time was teaching in a school on 
Yukong Road (+U i> 3£) Tai Chong Lee (&% 2), (Chen Hsiu 
School sa $5 “BS KE ) was not in a position to assist them, 
On the contrary it appears that he borrowed from Jong the 
only money that was left to him, namely Sh.$ 15,-, Hongk,$ 1,- 
and Neth, Fi, 7.50, besides an empty leather bag and a foun- 
tain pen, Neither the money nor the borrowed articles were 
ever. returned, :

I would be much obliged if investigations could be made 
and Chin Shih-hou be located so that I can endeavour to 
reclaim from him the money due to Jong, I do not kmow whe- 
ther there is sufficient evidence to prosecute Chin Shih-hou, 
the complainant having left Shanghai, whereas the nephew 
Chen Mou-chung, Who expects to receive sufficient money in 


the near future to take up his studies, might not be willing 


to testify against hin,
